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DEDICATION OF PROGRAM ТО EARLE SOLOMONSON: 


At the bottom of the facing page are the words “PIRATE CHAMPIONSHIP TRADITION," with the seven conference 
championships enumerated during Park Center's sixteen years of existence. The head coach for three of those championship 
seasons (1974, 1975, 1976) was Earle Solomonson. 


Earle grew up in Minneapolis, attended Roosevelt High School, and then enrolled his considerable athletic talents at Augsburg 
College. Earle still owns the single-game scoring record for the Roosevelt basketball team (38 points). He started in both foot- 
ball and basketball in college, and was recently inducted into the Augsburg Athletic Hall of Fame. 


Earle and his wife Kathe met in second grade Sunday school, began dating in high school, attended Augsburg together, and 
wed during their senior year. 

He assumed his first football coaching job as an assistant to Dick Walker at Richfield High School in 1969. After five years 
at Richfield he was hired by Park Center. Del Mottaz remembers when the decision was made to hire Earle, replacing Park 
Center's first coach, Ron Stolski, who was leaving to become the head football coach and athletic director at Brainerd, Minnesota. 


"Dick (Edlund, Park Center principal) and | had interviewed all the candidates and we were ready to offer the job, when 
Walker called, insisting that we talk to Earle. We agreed to visit with him the night before we were going to announce the new 
coach. When the conversation was over, and Earle had left, | looked at Dick and asked, “Well, what do you think2'' He said, 
"| think we just found our new coach!" 


In 1978 Solomonson left Park Center to become an assistant at North Dakota State University. After seven years in that 
capacity, he took over as head coach. The perennially powerful Bison reached new heights of excellence, winning two straight 
Division Il National Championships. 


Earle credits his wife with easing the pressure of coaching. “In this business you have to have а wife who really understands 
and works with you,” he said. “She gets excited about games but she realizes there are going to be both wins and losses. She 
is that steadying force in my life. She doesn't get over-excited and she doesn't get over-upset. She cares about me asa person.” 


“He is a caring individual," Kathe said. “That is what attracted me to him. I’m not going to love him less because he has a 
losing season and that is the same thing he tells the players. His love for them is regardless of whether they win or lose.” 


Park Center's rich football tradition exists, in part, because of Earle Solomonson. For that, we dedicate this 1987 Pirate 
football program to him. And we wish him the best of luck in this new position as the head coach at Montana State University. 


Coaching Staff 


MIKE BARNES: Head Coach, Offensive Backs 

This is the third year at Park Center for Coach Barnes, who came here after two years as a graduate assistant at North Dakota 
State University. The Pirates are 16-6 under his direction, and he has a career mark of 33-16, including three years as the head 
coach at South Sioux City, Nebraska. Mike and his wife Kelly have two sons, Greg (4) and Andy (7 months). 


WENDELL RING: Receivers 

A native of Kenyon, Minnesota, Wendell played college football and basketball at Augsburg College in Minneapolis. He has 
served nine years on the Pirate football staff, sandwiched around the 1980 season, which he spent at North Dakota State 
University. He is head coach of the boys basketball team, winners of Region V and the Consolation Championship at the 
1987 State Tournament. Wendell and his wife Barb have a two-year old daughter, Megan. 


CONN McCARTAN: Offensive Line 

Conn is a graduate of Eden Prairie High School and St. John's University, where he played center for the nationally known 
Johnnie football team. This is Conn's fifth season on the Pirate football staff. He is also the head coach of the girls basketball 
team. 


ARNIE ZOPFI: Defensive Coordinator, Secondary 

Coach Zopfi is a graduate of Osseo High School, where he was a two-year letterwinner and a member of the 1971 Mythical 
State Football Champions. In 1976 he graduated from Winona State University, where he was a three-year letterwinner in 
both football and basketball. Arnie has been coaching at Park Center for seven years and is the varsity assistant boys basket- 
ball coach.

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PIRATE PREVIEW 


This game marks the opening of the Lake Red conference schedule for our Park Center football 
team. Eight of the Pirates on the field tonight are returning regulars from the squad which 
posted a 6-3 record a year ago. Most notable among these is co-captain Jeff Tatur (#31) 6'2", 
195 16. linebacker. Jeff has already attracted the eye of some college recruiters because of 
his speed, agility, and aggressiveness. The other co-captain is Paul Saice (#64) 6'%", 195 
lbs. Paul started at offensive guard last season, but has been tried on defense this year. 


Junior linebacker Chris Oelkers (#67; 5'11", 200 Ibs., is the only other returning starter on 
defense this year. 


The Pirates' most experienced hands are in the receiving corps. Both Chuck Kroll (44) БТ", 
155 Ibs. and Scott Wensel (#89) 6'2", 179 lbs. were regulars a year ago. Returning to throw 
them the football is last year's starting quarterback Dan Autey (#12) 6'1", 179 lbs. Another 
backfield regular from a year ago is Dan Hreha (#24) a 6'%", 170 Ib. running back, who was 
the Pirates leading per-carry rusher in '86. 


Another key performer who returns is place-kicker and punter Todd Orgon (486) 6'1", 176 lbs. 
Todd was the most accurate kicker in the Lake Red last year by percentage of field-goals and 
extra-points made-per-attempt. à 


The '87 Pirates will be physically smaller than most of their Lake Red opponents. However, 
the coaching staff is encouraged by the speed of the team. On offense, Kroll and Hreha are 
very fast, as are running backs Mark Lundborg (#15) 6'0", 181 Ibs. and Marc Carter (#37) 
5'11", 174 lbs. Defensively, our speedsters are defensive backs Todd Elftmann (445) 5'11", 
159 lbs., Dan Kopp (#23) 5'10", 155 lbs., Marc Quitmeyer (#2) 5'10", 167 lbs., Curtis Janicke 
(#16) 5'10", 166 Ibs., and defensive end Scott Byron (480) 6'0", 160 Ibs. 


There are no returning starters among the Pirate linemen, but there are some promising letter 
winners from the '86 junior varsity. Todd Courneya (#50) 6'0", 217 lbs. will anchor the 
defensive front. The top offensive linemen are expected to be Jay Beecham (462) 5'11", 205 
Ibs., Jamie Sorensen (#75) 6'2%", 229 Ibs., Blair Weiers (#76) 5'11", 174 Ibs., and Mike 
White (#60) 5'10", 180 lbs. 


Perhaps the most important returners for the Pirates are the coaches. This is the third year 
that the six-man staff of Mike Barnes, Arnie Zopfi, Roger Stelljes, Wendell Ring, Conn 
McCartan, and Gerry Turnberg has remained intact. They have guided the Pirates to 16 victor- 
ies during the last two years and playoff appearances both seasons! A look around the state 
of Minnesota will reveal that the most successful high school football programs are anchored 
by stable coaching staffs. Park Center is lucky to have this fine group of coaches.

In its inaugural season (1986) the Lake Red Conference emerged as the premier league in 
Minnesota high school football. Lake Red teams had: 


1. A non-conference record of 22-4! 

2. Five teams ranked among the Metro Top-Ten, by the Star Tribune! 

3. Eight players signed to Division I college scholarships! 

4. Both teams (Apple Valley and Osseo) in the State Championship game! 


Apple Valley stacks up as the favorite again, heading into the 1987 campaign. They return 
a successful junior varsity squad and nine starters from their State Championship team. 
Apple Valley may have the league's premier quarterback in Tom Ryan and one of the best 
defensive backs in Brian Davidson, an outstanding tackler. 


Bloomington Jefferson's stylish running back Todd Murray is generally regarded as the most 
outstanding player in the conference. 


Irving Hill from Burnsville is another of the league's top athletes. He impressed Univer- | 
sity of Minnesota coaches as a defensive back in '86 and is being tried on offense as well 
this year. 


Bloomington Kennedy has an excellent linebacker named Dan Bauer, Who is 6'4", 215 lbs. and 
covers the field very well.
